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TO THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Sie, 

I have the honour to present herewith the third of a series of Tables summarising 
for the more important trades of the country the preliminary results of the Returns 
received under the Census of Production Act, 1906, together with a short Report 
thereon by the Director of the Census. 

The circumstances under which it has been decided to issue this series of Tables and 
Reports were referred to on the occasion of the issue of the first series (Cd. 4896), and 
it is only necessary to repeat here that whilst the figures now published are subject to 
revision at a later date, they are probably sufficiently close to the final figures to afford 
a good indication of the quantity and value of the principal products of the industries to 
which they relate. 

The present Tables cover the production of jute, linen, and hemp factories, silk 
factories, lace factories and warehouses, hosiery factories, elastic webbing factories, 
factories and workshops in the cocoanut fibre, horsehair, feather, and sundry textile 
materials trades, rope, twine, and net factories, flock and rag factories, bleaching, dyeing, 
printing, and finishing factories and workshops, flax scutching factories, velvet and 
fustian cutting factories, factories and workshops in the chemicals, coal-tar products, 
drugs, and perfumery trades, paint, colour, and varnish factories, soap and candle 
factories, seed crushing factories, oil factories (other than seed-crusliing), factories and 
workshops in the fertilizer, glue, sheep-dip, and disinfectant trades, factories and work- 
shops in the match and firelighter trades, ink, gum, and sealing wax factories, salt mines, 
brine pits, and salt factories, factories and workshops in the china aud earthenware 
trades, and brick and fireclay factories. 

About 14,000 schedules were issued to firms engaged in these industries, which 
employed in 1907 an average of over 650,000 persons (exclusive of outworkers), aud 
produced a total output which represented a net addition of nearly 60 million pounds 
sterling to the value of the materials used. 


Attention may be called to the fact that, owing to the completion of the preliminary 
examination of the schedules relating to bleaching, dyeing, printing, and finishing of 
textiles, it has now been found possible to give some further particulars as to the output 
of various classes of cotton piece-goods, and to state the value of such piece-goods 
after submission to these processes.- The present section of the Tables also includes 
particulars of the output of factories engaged in the working of all textile materials 
not dealt with in previous sections. 

A brief summary Table will be found on pages 5 and 6.

The Tables annexed to this Report contain preliminary figures relating to Jute 
Linen, and Hemp Factories, Silk Factories, Lace Factories and Warehouses, Hosiery 
Factories, Elastic Webbing- Factories, Factories and Workshops in the Cocoanut Fibre, 
Horsehair, Feather, and Sundry Textile Materials Trades, Rope, Twine, and Net Factories’, 
Flock and Rag Factories, Bleaching, Dyeing, Printing, and Finishing Factories and 
Workshops, Flax Scutching Factories, Velvet and Fustian Cutting Factories, Factories 
and Workshops in the Chemicals, Coal Tar Products, Drugs, and Perfumery Trades, 
Paint, Colour, and Varnish Factories, Soap and Caudle Factories, Seed Crushing Factories’ 
Oil Factories (other than Seed Crushing), Factories and Workshops in the Fertilizer, Gluej 
Sheep-dip, and Disinfectant Trades, Factories and Workshops in the Match and Firelighter 
Trade, Ink, Gum, and Sealing Wax Factories, Salt Mines, Brine Pits, and Salt Factories, 
Factories and Workshops in the China and Earthenware Trades, and Brick and Fireclay 
Factories. 


The Schedule for the Hosiery Trade was prepared in consultation with a Special 
Advisory Committee appointed by the Board of Trade, and the Schedules for the other 
trades after consultation with trade associations and representative manufacturers. 

On the whole the Schedules have been filled up in a satisfactory manner. In some, 
comparatively few,, cases of small firms certain particulars have had to be estimated 
where the information given .was incomplete. The figures now published are subject to 
correction when certain queries at present outstanding have been answered by the linns 
o whom they were directed, but they substantially represent the facts relating to the 
several industries. 

The period covered by the Returns is generally the year 1907, but where the financial 
year o a firm is not the calendar year, the firm has been permitted to furnish particulars 
tor a period of twelve months ending not earlier than June 30th, 1907, nor later than 
June 30th, 1908. 

The Tables annexed cover the following points on which the Census of Production 
Act required information to be obtained Output, Cost of Materials Used, Amount paid 
to other ™ns for Work Given Out to them, and the Number of Persons Employed. 

__ , itle Output shown in the Tables is the gross output of each trade, i where 
gopds pass through the hands of several manufacturers at different stages, their quantity 
and value has been registered at each stage. The value of this gross output is, there- 
toie, greater as a whole than the value of the goods ready for export or consumption 
manufactured by each Trade considered as a unit 

In the Tables the quantities and values of the principal products are shown in the 
classification adopted in the official Export and Import Lists. The figures entered 
against each class show the output of that product in the year, whether sold or not, 
73 "2? am f mt work f d l ‘P m the same factory into goods of a kind separately 
classified. Thus, for example, the entry againBt Jute Yarn shows only that portion of 
the yarn spun in the year of return which was either sold as yarn or remained in stock at 
the end of the year as yarn, and does not include yam made into cloth or cordage by the 
spuming firm. Again, the entry against Sulphuric Acid does not include acid used in 
further manufacture by.the same firm that made it, but only acid made in the year and 
either sold as such or remaining in. stock at the end. On the other hand some firms 
have made two Returns for two separate establishments (such as a spinning mill and a 
weaving shed), and have treated the goods transferred from one works to the other as

•sales and purchases. This form of duplication of output characterises the returns for the 
linen trade of Ireland (see page 6), but outside that trade it is not believed to be great. 
Considerable 'duplication also is found in trades in' which it is a common practice for goods 
to be sold by one firm and worked up by another. All such duplication can be eliminated 
by deduction of the total cost of materials used. 

In many cases in the following Report, where there is no large amount of duplication 
within the trade, the product of one factory being sold mainly to consumers or factories 
in other trades, it has been found possible to estimate within fairly narrow limits the 
value of the output of the trade taken as a whole after allowance for such internal 
duplication. 

Where a firm makes goods for sale the value entered is the net selling value of the 
goods, including, of course, the value of any work done on the goods by other firms 
wor kin g on commission. Where a firm does w r ork on commission the value entered is 
the amount received for the work, exclusive of the value of the material worked upon. 
In so far as such work on commission is done for other firms making Returns, the figures 
for gross output necessarily include twice over the payments for such work, and in order, 
therefore, to avoid duplication the Schedules issued required a statement of the amount paid 
to other firms for all work given out. 

As already stated in Part I. (Cd. 4896), the result of deducting the total cost of 
materials used and the amount paid to other firms for work given out, from the value of the 
otoss output for any one industry or group of factories, is to give a figure which may, for 
convenience, be called the “net output” of the industries or the group. This figure 
expresses completely and without duplication the total amount by which the value of the 
products of the industry or group taken as a unit exceeded the value of the materials 
purchased from outside, i.e., it represents the value added to the raw materials in the 
course of manufacture. This sum constitutes for any industry the fund from which 
wages, salaries, rents, royalties, rates, taxes, depreciation, advertisement and sales 
expenses, and all other similar charges as well as profits have to be defrayed. 

The following short statement shows for the United Kingdom as a whole the gross 
output, the cost of materials used, the amount paid for work given out to other firms, 
the “ net output ” as above defined, the number employed, and the net output per person 
employed for the industries covered by the present Report : —

In addition to the number of persons employed as shown above, 10,877 outworkers were 
returned as borne on the books of the employing firms, viz., 1,69 7 in the making-up of Linen 
goods in Ireland, 4,113 in the Lace Trades, 4,950 in the Hosiery Trade, and 117 in the Match 
Trade. As it is possible that the total of 10,877 does not represent as many individual 
persons, and as most outworkers are not in constant employment they have not been taken 
into account in calculating the net output per person employed, but in comparing the figures 
given above an allowance should be made for them. 

In connexion with the figures of net output per person employed it should be 
observed that the high figures shown for certain groups result from the inclusion in those 
groups of a considerable quantity of proprietary articles which involve heavy expenses of 
sale and advertisement. This is especially the case in the chemical, drug, and perfumery 
trades, the paint, colour, and varnish trades, the soap and candle trades, the fertilizer, glue, 
sheep -chp, and disinfectant trades, and the ink, gum, and sealing wax trades. 


(11.) Jute, Linen, and Hemp Factories. 

. , The Tables on pages 35 to 40 are based on Returns received from factories engaged 

m the spmnmg and weaving of jute, linen, and hemp goods, including the making up 
oi nmshed articles when done m connexion with weaving factories. Bleaching and 
dyeing are only included when done in connexion with spinning aud weaving factories. 
13 leaching- and dyeing when carried out by firms not engaged in spinning and weaving- 
are excluded, and are dealt with on pages 16 to 19. 

At the request of a Committee which was appointed by the Belfast Chamber of 
Bommeree to assist the Board of Trade in the preparation of the Schedules, the particulars 
tor linen factories in Ireland were collected oil a different basis from those for factories in 
Ureat Brito Manufacturers m the jute, linen, and hemp trades in Great Britain 
tbfen. “ *° r!, 1 “ fol ' matl ™ regarding their output in the form generally adopted 

ioi the purposes of the Census. That is to say, they were asked to consider their business 
as a w o e an to give particulars of their output at the stage at which it was either sold 
or warehoused ; thus, a spmner who also wove piece-goods from his own yarns would show 
S ,T P u 0 P iece ‘goods and the yarn which was either sold or warehoused as such, but 
e yarn woven by him into cloth. Irish linen and hemp manufacturers, on the other 
’ w f ® f , t0 *™ llsh separate Returns for each department of their business, treating 

the goods transferred from one department to another as sold and purchased ; thus, a 
m Ireland who wove piece-goods from his own yarns would in his Return for his 
spmmn n department enter his whole make of yarn at the amount charged against his 
weaving department, while in the Return for his weaving department he would enter 
,V w f, 0le , 0lrt P ut of piece-goods and treat the transferred yarn as materials. Four sets 
or lables nave accordingly been prepared covering : 

(1) Jute Factories in the United Kingdom and Linen and Hemp Factories 

m Lreat Britain. 

(2) Linen and Hemp Spinning Factories in Ireland. 
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(3) Linen and Hemp Weaving Factories in Ireland. 

(4) Linen and Hemp Making-up Factories in Ireland. 

Output— {a) Yarns . — The figures given in Table I. of the first set refer only to the 
yarns sold or warehoused as such, while those in Table I. of the second set show the 
actual total make of linen yarn in Ireland. In order to obtain estimates of the total make 
of yarns in the United Kingdom, whether sold or warehoused as such or made by the 
spinning firm into other goods, a Voluntary Question on this subject was addressed to all 
spinners. On the basis of the replies to this question and other information it is estimated 
that the total make of jute yarn and twist in the United Kingdom in 1907 was between 
407 and 427 million pounds weight, the value of which (on the basis of the selling value 
of the yarn returned as such to the Census Office) would have been about 5£ million 
pounds sterling. Similarly, the total make of linen and flax tow yarns in the United 
Kingdom in 1907 is estimated to have been between 154 and 162 million pounds weight 
and its value to have been nearly 8 million pounds sterling. The make of hemp and 
hemp tow yarns in the United Kingdom in 1907 by firms making their Returns on 
Schedules for the hemp, jute, and linen trades and exclusive of any yarns spun by firms 
making their Returns on the separate Schedules for the rope, twine, and net trades (as 
to which there is no information) is estimated to have been about 65 million pounds 
weight, and its value to have been about 1^ million pounds sterling. 

(b) Piece Goods . — The following statement shows the quantities and values of 
jute and linen piece-goods manufactured in the United Kingdom, as returned to the 
Census Office. In order to suit the convenience of manufacturers of jute piece-goods, 
weavers who made part of their piece goods into bags were allowed to return these bags 
in terms of the quantity and value of the piece goods used in their manufacture. Jute 
weavers were also permitted to state the quantity of their output either in yards or in 
hundredweights, according to the custom of their section of the trade, and, accordingly, 
it is not possible to state in terms of one unit the quantity of jute piece-goods made. 

' Firms making up part of their output of canvas into more finished articles were 
similarly allowed to return such articles in terms of the canvas of which they were made.

The total value of these goods amounted to £15,625,000. 

The above statement includes the total make of jute and liuen piece-goods with 
the exception of some linen cloth woven and made up into household articles and articles 
ot clothing by the same firms, such cloth not being returned by them as piece-goods but in 
its finished form. The selling value of such articles made by weaving firms was £820,000, 
and although it is not certain that they were in every such case made of cloth woven 
l r ^ rm . ** a PP ears probable that the great bulk of them was so made and that the 
oloth used in their manufacture is additional to that included in the above statement. 
,. e quantity of such cloth cannot be given, nor can it be divided between plain and fancy 
gjQ 1 Y ece 'g°°ds> but its value is estimated to have been between £600,000 and 
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(c) Made-up Goods.— The total output of articles of linen or union cloth made 
up in linen factories in the United Kingdom was as follows : —

The total value of these goods amounted to £2,110,000, but this sum does not 
represent the total value of all handkerchiefs, household articles, &c. made in the United 
Kingdom as it does not include the value of similar goods made in factories not connected 
with linen weaving mills. In addition, the value of work done for the trade and of goods 
not of linen made-up in making-up departments of linen factories was returned to the 
Census Office as £27,000. 

(d) Miscellaneous Goods. — The following statement shows the quantity and value of 

cordage and the value of other goods made in the factories covered by this Report 
in 1907 : — Quantity.

The total value of the goods made and work done included in the above statement 
amounts to £2,319,000. (For a complete statement of the cordage, &c. made in the 
United Kingdom see page 15 of this Report). 

(e) Returns on Schedules for other Trades. — In addition to the items specified 
above, firms that made their Returns on Schedules for other trades included therein an 
output of jute manufactures, other than piece-goods and cordage, valued at £11 ,000, and an 
output of Waste for papermaking, &c., valued at £7,000. The total amount received by 
bleaching, dyeing, printing, and finishing firms for work done on jute and linen yarn and 
piece goods was £827,000, and a further £17,000 was received for malcing-up hand- 
kerchiefs, &c., on commission. As the amount paid by linen and jute firms for work 
given out was only £282,000, it follows that the balance of £562,000 was in respect 
of bleaching and other work done for merchants, &c., not making Returns to the Census 
Office, and is in addition to the value of the goods included in the previous statements. 

Export and Import Trade. — The following statement gives the particulars of 
the Export and Import trade in 1907 so far as they can be compared with the production 
of the United Kingdom, the figures given for the production of yarn being the means of 
the estimated quantities and values stated above : — 
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About one-sixth of the quantity of jute yarn spun in the United Kingdom was 
exported, and between one-ninth and one-tenth of the linen yarn. About half of the 
quantity of jute piece-goods woven was exported, about 62 per cent, of the plain linen piece- 
goods, about 22 per cent, of the printed, checked, and other fancy linen piece-goods, and 
about 18 per cent, of the sailcloth and canvas. The imports of jute yarn were trifling, but 
the imports of linen yarn were rather more than one-eighth of the quantity produced in 
the United Kingdom. The imports of piece-goods cannot be compared with the 
quantities produced in the United Kingdom, as no particulars regarding the quantities 
imported are available. 

Net Output . — The net output of jute, hemp, and linen factories in the United 
Kingdom was £9,338,000, this sum representing the total amount by which the value of 
the products of those factories taken as a whole exceeded the cost of the materials used in 
their manufacture and the amount paid for work done on those materials by other firms 
for the principal firms. The actual cost of the materials used is not known, since the 
total of the sums returned as “ materials,” includes, like the total of the sums returned as 
“ output,” yarns made by one factory and sold to others to be made into piece-goods, &c. 

Persons Employed . — The average number of persons (other than outworkers) 
employed in jute, hemp, and linen factories in the United Kingdom on the last Wednesdays 
in January, April, July, and October is returned as 153,464, viz., 149,845 wage-earners 
and 3,619 salaried persons, the total number being distributed by age and sex as follows : —

In addition an average of 1,697 outworkers (of whom 222 were males and 1,475 
were females) were shown on the books of linen manufacturers, making Returns to the 
Census Office, on February 1st and August 1st, 1907. 


(12) Silk Factories. 

Output . — The Tables on pages 41 and 42 are based on Returns received from factories 
engaged principally in the throwing, spinning, and weaving of silk. Factories engaged 
solely in the dyeing, bleaching, and finishing of silk and other goods are not included, nor 
factories engaged in the manufacture of hosiery, silk net, silk lace, or silk embroidery. 

The value of the gross output of all factories is in excess of the value of the output 
of the trade considered as a unit, since net silk or spun silk yarn made at one factory is 
sold to another to be woven, and woven goods made at one factory are sold to others 
to be made up into neckties, handkerchiefs, &c. 

The quantities and values of net silk yarn (or thrown silk) and spun silk yarn 
spun for sale or for stock were as follows : —

Exports of thrown silk in 1907 amounted to 34,000 lbs., valued at £37,000, free 
onboard, and of spun silk yarn, 1,036,000 lbs., valued at £364,000. The remainder of 
the make of yarns above shown is partly included in the quantities and values of other 
goods made in silk factories, and partly represents yarns sold to hosiery, net, and other 
factories not included in this group. 

The make of yarns indicated above is exclusive of the yarns made and used in the 
same factory in the manufacture of broadstuffis, ribbons, &c., and in order to obtain a 
measure of the total output of silk yarns in the United Kingdom a Voluntary Question 
relating to this point was addressed to all factories in this trade. Unfortunately some 
important firms did not answer that question, and no estimate can, therefore, be given as to 
the total make of spun silk yarn. As regards net silk yam, however (or thrown silk), the 
replies to the Voluntary Question covered an output of 789,000 lbs., and in addition £14,000 
was received for throwing done on commission. Having regard, therefore, to the fact 
that the net imports ( i.e ., imports less re-exports) of raw silk in 1907 amounted to 
M15,000 lbs., the total make in that year (after allowing for waste) may be taken as 
lying between 800,000 and 1,000,000 lbs. The net imports of “ knubs, noils, and 
waste” (the raw material for spun silk yarn) in 1907 were 6,865,000 lbs.

Of these sums, neckties valued at £92,000 and handkerchiefs, &c., valued at 
£32,000 appear to have been made from broadstuffs, &c., returned as such by other firms 
making returns to the Census "Office ; while neckties valued at £187,000, and handker- 
chiefs, &c., valued at £259,000 were made by weaving firms, and although it is not 
certain that they were in every such case made of tissues woven by the firm it appears 
probable that the great bulk of them was so made and that the tissues used in their 
manufacture are additional to those included in the previous statement. 

There are also included in the Returns three further items : — Raw Silk (Wound), 
£57,000 ; Tops, Noils, and Shorts, £32,000 ; and Silk Spooled, £78,000. The whole or 
nearly the whole of these goods was no doubt sold to other firms in the trade and these 
sums are, therefore, almost entirely duplicated in other headings of output.

The Silk Weaving was probably done for merchants and is an addition to the value 
of the work done by the trade as a whole ; the quantity and selling value of the goods 
made is not known. The value of the other kinds of work .done is, however, believed to 
be included as part of the value of the goods returned under one or other headings of 
output. 

Jf allowance be made for the yarns sold to hosiery and other factories not included 
in this part of the Report, the value of the products of silk factories taken as a whole 
may be estimated as lying between 3f and 4f million pounds sterling. This sum, 
however, includes goods to the value of about £350,000 which were not made of silk.

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About three-quarters of the total quantity of broadstuffs (-wholly or partly made of 
silk) produced in the United Kingdom was exported, but the imports were nearly 
five times as great as the home production. The value of the ribbons manufactured in 
the United Kingdom is insignificant compared with the imports. 

Net Output. — The net output of silk factories included in this Report was 
£1,750,000, this sum representing the total amount by which the value of the products of 
those factories, taken as a whole, exceeded the cost of the materials used in their manu- 
facture and the amount paid for work done on those materials by other firms for the 
principal firms. The actual cost of the materials is not known, since the total of the 
sums returned as “ materials ” includes, like the total of the sums returned as “output,” 
yarn and broadstuffs made by one factory and used by another. 

Persons Employed . — The average number of persons employed in silk factories on 
the last Wednesdays in January, April, July, and October is returned as 32,036, viz., 
30,541 wage-earners and 1,495 salaried persons, the total number being distributed by 
age and sex as follows : —

(13) Lace Factories and Warehouses. 

Output . — The Tables on pages 43 and 44 contain particulars of the output of factories 
engaged in the manufacture or in the bleaching, dyeing, and dressing of machine-made 
lace and lace goods. Particulars are also included of the output of warehouses (whether 
using power or not) where lace goods are dressed and finished. The output of hand- 
made lace is not included in these Tables. 

The value of the gross output of all lace factories and warehouses included in 
Table I. on page 43 is in excess of the value of the output of the trade as a whole, 
owing to the fact that lace goods made at certain factories are bleached, dyed, and dressed 
at other works or warehouses from which Returns have also been made to the Census 
Office. The following statement shows the values of those classes of output which are 
known to be free from duplication : —

The goods included under the first of the above headings have already been included 
in their unfinished state under one or other of the previous headings, but it appears 
that the goods dealt with were increased in value by about £700,000 as a result 
of the bleaching and other processes through which they were passed. This sum 
should, therefore, be included in any estimate of the value of the output of the trade as a 
whole. As regards the second and third headings, the occupiers of factories and ware- 
houses who made Returns to the Census Office stated that they paid to other firms 
£296,000 for bleaching, dyeing, dressing, and other work done for them, and this sum is, 
of course, included in the value of the finished goods. The balance of the amount received 
for bleaching and other work done for the trade, viz., £168,000, was done for merchants 
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who did not make Returns to the Census Office, and is not, therefore, included in the 
figures already given. 

Adding to the £5,893,000 included in the first statement, the two sums of £700,000 
and £168,000 above given, there results a total of £6,761,000, which represents the 
approximate value of the total output of lace factories and warehouses taken as a whole. 

The total value of the Exports of cotton lace goods of United Kingdom manufacture 
in 1907 was £4,872,000, but this sum included consignments to Germany and Switzer- 
land amounting in value to £839.000, a large if not the major part of which consists of 
cotton net exported for the purpose of further working and ultimate return to this 
country. The exports to other markets (£4,033,000) represent in value about seven- 
tenths of the estimated total output of cotton lace goods in the United Kingdom. 

The net Imports (i.e., imports less re-exports) of “ Cotton Lace and Patent Net and 
Articles thereof” in 1907 were valued at £1,702,000, but a large part of the consignments 
from Switzerland and Germany (the total value of which amounted in 1907 to £l ,432,000) 
probably consists of the returned goods above alluded to, whilst the consignments from 
Belgium (£133,000) consist largely of hand-made lace, the output of which in the 
United Kingdom is not included in the Tables in this Volume. It must also be borne in 
mind that the values for export are the values of goods free on board, while the values 
returned to the Census Office are the values at the works, and import values are values 
at the port of landing. 

Net Output . — The net output of lace factories and warehouses included in this 
Report was £3,382,000, this sum representing the total amount by which the value of the 
products of the industry taken as a whole exceeded the cost of the materials used in their 
manufacture and the work done on those materials by other firms for the principal firms. 
The actual cost of the materials is not known, since the total of the sums returned as 
“ materials ” includes, like the total of the sums returned as “ output,” net made at one 
factory and sold to another to be made into curtains, &c. 

Persons Employed . — The average number of persons (other than outworkers) 
employed in lace factories and warehouses is returned as 34,583, viz., 31,839 wage- 
earners and 2,744 salaried persons, the total number being distributed by age and sex as

(14) Hosiery Factories. 

Output . — The Tables on pages 45 and 46 are based on Returns received from factories 
where hosiery is manufactured. The Board of Trade were informed by the Special 
Advisory Committee for the Hosiery Trade that it was not practicable to separate cotton 
hosiery from woollen hosiery and silk hosiery. 

The following statement shows the values of the finished goods made in such 
factories and is free from duplication. The values of the different classes of hosiery as 
returned to the Census Office were inclusive of discounts and carriage of goods outwards, 
but in the Tables and in the following statement the net selling values of each class 
(exclusive of discounts and carriage) have been calculated on the basis of the figures 
furnished by the firms making the Returns : —

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The total value of these goods amounts to £8,373,000. The quantity of hose of 
different kinds made was 14,167,000 dozen pairs. The other articles made were returned 
by value only. 

In addition, woollen and cotton yarns, valued at £244,000, manufactured by hosiery 
firms, were returned to the Census Office as sold or warehoused as such, and £72,000 was 
received for knitting and other work done on commission. It appears probable that those 
yarns were mainly sold to, and the knitting and other work mainly done for, other hosiery 
firms, and to that extent their values are included in the values of the finished goods 
returned to the Census Office. Part, however, of the yarns may have been sold outside 
the hosiery trade, and part of the knitting and other work may have been done for 
merchants. In any case the total value of the products of hosiery factories, taken as a 
whole, may be estimated at a sum lying between £8,400,000 and £8,600,000. 

In addition to the £72,000 for work done on commission, referred to above, 
£295,000 was received by bleaching, dyeing, and finishing firms for work done on 
hosiery. The total amount paid by hosiery firms for work given out was £325,000, and 
therefore the balance of £42,000 received for knitting, bleaching, dyeing, &c., of hosiery 
was done for merchants who did not make Returns to the Census Office and is in addition 
to the values of finished goods included above. 

It is not possible to establish a precise comparison between the production of hosiery 
of various descriptions in the United Kingdom and the Exports and Imports. The value 
of the net imports (z'.e., imports less re-exports) of cotton hosiery of all kinds in 1907 
amounted to £1,206,000 and that of woollen hosiery to £267,000, whilst the value of the 
exports of cotton hosiery was £522,000 and that of woollen hosiery £1,486,000. 
These figures, however, do not include cotton and woollen gloves and no separate record 
is kept of the imports or exports of hosiery of silk. 

Net Output. — The net output of hosiery factories was £2,994,000, this sum repre- 
senting the total amount by which the value of the products of such factories taken as a 
whole exceeded the cost of the materials used in their manufacture and the amount paid 
for work done on those materials by other firms for the principal firms. The actual cost 
of the materials cannot be stated precisely, as yarn made by one manufacturer and 
returned by him as “ output ” may have been bought by another manufacturer and 
returned by him as “ materials ” for the hosiery which he made, but it may be estimated 
as lying between £5,126,000 and £5,370,000. 

Persons Employed. — The average number of persons (other than outworkers) 
employed in hosiery factories on the last Wednesdays in January, April, July, and 
October, is returned as 47,939, viz., 44,724 wage-earners and 3,215 salaried persons, the 
total number being distributed by age and sex as follows : —

Of the total output of “ Manufactures of Elastic Webs, &c.,” goods to the value of 
*41,000 were returned by manufacturers of elastic webs, elastic braids, and elastic 
«ords, and may, therefore, be taken as an addition to their output of elastic webs, &c. 
The remainder, valued at £46,000, was, to an extent which cannot be determined, made 
°P from webs made by other manufacturers and included in their Returns. Allowing 
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for this possible duplication the value of the output of the trade, taken as a whole, probably 
lies between £800, 000 and £848,000. 

In addition, firms whose main output consisted of other goods included elastic 
webbing and manufactures thereof in their Returns on the Schedules for their particular 
trades.

— The net output of elastic webbing factories was £283,000, this sum 
representing the total amount by which the value of the products of those factories 
taken as a whole, exceeded the cost of the materials used in their manufacture and the 
work done on those materials by other firms for the principal firms. The actual cost of 
the materials used is not exactly known, the total of the sums returned as “ materials” 
including, like the total of the sums returned as “ output,” a certain amount of elastic 
webs, &c., made by one factory and used by another. 

Persons Employed . — The average number of persons employed in elastic webbing 
factories .on the last Wednesdays in January, April, July, and October, is returned as 
4,292, viz., 4,049 wage-earners and 243 salaried persons, the total number being

Output . — The figures given in the Tables on page 48 relate to Returns received 
from factories and workshops engaged in the preparation of cocoanut fibre, the manufac- 
ture of cocoanut mats and matting, the cleaning, dressing, curling, and weaving of hair, 
the purifying and dressing of feathers, and the preparation and manufacture of sundry 
textile materials other than cotton, wool, jute, flax, hemp, and silk, as well as those 
mentioned above.

The total value of these products and the work done is £1,162,000. The Returns 
show that the work done on commission was almost entirely done for persons not making 
Returns to the Census. Of the amount of £166,000 for hair seating, &c., goods to the 
value of £7/, 000 were made by firms that also cleaned or dressed hair, while part of the 
remainder was made by firms that probably bought dressed hair from firms making 
Returns of that product to the Census Office. Allowing for this duplication and for the 
amount received for commission work, the output of the trade, as a whole, probably lies- 
between £1,075,000 and £1,160,000. To this should be added the sum of £2,000 for 
work done in philanthropic institutions, particulars of which are not included in the 
Tables on page 48. 
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The value o£ the net Imports (i.e., imports less re-exports) of “ Manufactures of 
Hair (other than Mohair)” in 1907 was £47,000; of “ Feathers and Down (in or for 
beds),” £67,000 ; and of “ Mats and Matting,” £132,000. The value of the Exports 
of “ Manufactures of Hair” in 1907 was £73,000 ; of “ Bed Feathers,” £35,000 ; and 
of “Mats and Matting,” £52,000. 

Net Output . — The net output of these trades, as a whole, was £418,000, this sum 
representing the total amount by which the value of the products of the trades, taken as 
a whole, exceeded the value of the materials used in their manufacture. 

Persons Employed . — The average number of persons employed in factories and work- 
shops engaged in the treatment of cocoanut fibre, horsehair,- feathers, and sundry textile 
materials, on the last Wednesdays in January, April, July, and October, is returned as

The total value of these products and of the work done amounts to £3,606,000. 
It is uncertain whether the cotton and hemp yarns included above were made for sale 
to other rope or net makers, or for sale out of the trade, but the other figures given 
above (with the possible exception of a small quantity of nets which may have been 
manufactured from twine already included as such in the Returns) are believed to be 
substantially free from duplication. In any case the total value of the output of rope, 
twine, and net factories, included in this part of the Report, taken as a whole, may be 
estimated approximately at 3^ millions sterling. In addition to this output, a certain 
quantity of cordage, &c., and nets was manufactured by firms that made their Returns to 
the Census Office on Schedules appropriate to the cotton, woollen, linen, jute, and hemp 
trades. Adding the particulars furnished by those firms to the output stated on Schedules 
for the rope, twine, and net trades, it appears that the total output of cordage, cables, 
ropes and twine in the United Kingdom in 1907 was about 2,018,000 cwts., of which the 
net selling value was £4,586,000, and the value of the total output of nets was 
£301,000. 

The Exports of cordage, cables, ropes, and twine, of hemp or like material in 1907 
amounted to 342,000 cwts., or about one-sixth of the production of the United Kingdom, 
while the net Imports (i.e., imports less re-exports) amounted to 193,000 cwts., or about 
one-tenth of the production of the United Kingdom. 

Net Output . — The net output of the rope, twine, and net factories to which the 
Tables on pages 49 and 50 refer, was £956,000, this sum representing the total 
amount by which the value of the products of those factories taken as a whole 
exceeded the cost of the materials used in their manufacture and the amount paid to other 
firms for work done on those materials for the principal firms. The actual cost of the 
materials used cannot be stated precisely, but may be estimated at about £2,600,000. 

Persons Employed . — The average number of persons employed in the rope, twine, 
and net factories, included in this part of the Report, on the last Wednesdays in January, 
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April, July, and October is returned as 12,148, viz., 11,399 wage- earners and 749 salaried

(19) Bleaching, Dyeing, Printing, and Finishing Factories and 
Workshops. 


Output. The Tables on pages 52 to 54 are based on Returns received from 
establishments (whether using power or not) engaged in the bleaching, dyeing, printing, 
and finishing of yarns and piece-goods. 

The great majority of firms in this industry work on commission for other firms, 
but some buy yarns or piece-goods and after bleaching, dyeing, or printing them re-sell 
them. In order that all the Returns for the trade might be on the same basis, firms 
were requested to state in the case of commission work the actual amount received, and 
1 j ^ Ca ^ 6 °* g00ds bought and re-sold the value of the work done, that is to say the 
additional value given to the goods by the bleaching or other process exclusive of the 
value of the goods themselves. 

YV here the same cotton piece-goods were submitted to more than one process by the 
same firm, instructions were given that they were to be entered under the principal 
process. Thus goods bleached and mercerised or finished were to be entered under 
Bleached Goods, dyed goods also bleached, or mercerised, or finished under Dyed Goods, 
and under Printed Goods all processes incidental to the production of prints.

The total of these items amounts to £17,782,000. 

The only duplication which can have arisen between the amounts received for the 
different classes of work done is that due to one firm having given out some work to 
another and both having included it in their Returns to the Census Office. Thus, a dyer 
giving out the finishing of the goods which he has dyed will have returned as the value 
of the work done the amount which he charged to his customer, including the amount 
paid for finishing, and the amount received for the finishing will at the same time have 
been returned as his “ output ” by the finisher. The total amount paid by the principal 
firms to other firms for work given out to them was £241,000. Deducting this sum 
from the total given above it will be seen that the total value of the bleaching, dyeing, 
and printing trade, as a whole, that is to say the value of the work done apart from the 
value of the goods on which it was done, was £17,541,000. In addition, bleaching, dyeing, 
Mid other work to the value of £672,000 was done by firms making their Returns on 
Schedules for other trades. Of this, £63,000 was in respect of bleaching, &c. of cotton 
yarn; £31,000 for bleaching, &c. of 18,476,000 lbs. of linen yarn; £52,000 for

Taking into account the 5,265,000 yards .of bleached cotton piece-Goods (including 
bleached dhooties) returned by weaving firms . (see .Part I.. of the Preliminary Tables, 
Cd. 4896, page 22), the output of bleached, dyed, and printed cotton piece-goods was 
as follows : — • - - J

The total yardage of these three classes was 4,640,343,000 yards, and as the whole 
output returned by weaving firms was 7,091,485,000 yards the balance of 2,451,142,000 
may be taken as the output of grey goods and- coloured cottons sold or exported as such 
without further treatment. It is not, however, possible to divide . this yardage between 
the two classes indicated as there is no means of knowing what proportion of the 
651,541,000 yards of coloured cottons woven was subsequently bleached and included 
in the yardage of bleached goods above shown. 

Owing to- this uncertainty, and also to the doubt as to whether the classification of 
o-oods by merchants when exported is in all cases identical with their classification 
as returned by manufacturers and by bleachers, dyers, and printers, a comparison between 
the production and export of the various classes- is at best somewhat precarious and has 
not here been attempted. 

Reverting to the particulars given on pages 20 to 23 of Part I. of the Preliminary 
Tables it appears that practically the whole of- the £904,000 paid by cotton spinning and 
weaving firms to other firms for work given- -out to them -was paid for the bleaching, 
dyeing, mercerising, or other treatment of yarn ; on the other hand, £51,000 has been 
returned to the Census Office as received" for yarn winding and £1,7*1 1,000 for bleaching, 
dyeing, &c. of yam. The total of these two sums is £1,762,000, and when the sum of 
£904,000 paid, by spinning and weaving firms is deducted the balance of £858,000 
represents work done on yarn for merchants not making Returns to the Census Office, 
and is an addition to the value of the yarn after -leaving the factory . 

Calculating the selling value of the 61,863,000 yards of Cotton Piece-goods made 
on commission at the same rates as the 7,029,622,000 yards of., piece-goods' made for 
sale, the total selling value of the 7,091,485,000 yards of piece-goods at the factory may 
be taken as £82,720,000. To this we are now in a position to add the sum of 
£12,051,000, which, as shown above, was received by bleaching and other firms for 
bleaching, dyeing, printing, and finishing of piece-goods for merchants, as wdll as 
£117,000 received for the cutting of velvets and fustians (see p. 20), less, however, 
some part of £164,000, paid by those same firms for work given out by them to be done 
on cotton yam and piece-goods. The value- of the- cotton piece-goods produced in the 
United Kingdom in 1907, calculated when ready for consumption exclusive of merchants 
and warehousemen’s profits, wa’s, therefore, about 94§ millions sterling. 

: The value of the Exports of cotton, piece-goods delivered free on board at port oi 
shipment in 1907. was £81,049,000. 

With regard to the Woollen and Worsted Trades, firms making their Returns; on 
the Schedule for .the bleaching, dyeing, and printing trades stated thereon that they 
received £2,322,000 for stoving, dyeing, &c., raw wool and woollen and worsted yarns 
and;. goods. Deducting from this sum the £1,638,000 paid by spinning and weaving 
firms for stoving, dyeing, and other work done for them (see page 30 of Part I. ol 
Preliminary Tables) there remains the sum of £684,000 representing work done for 
merchants not making Returns to the Census Office and an addition to the values of the 
goods set out in Table I. on pages 24 to 29' of Part I. of the Preliminary ^- a ^ es; J* 
is not, however, possible to distribute this sum among the various classes of. goods 
manufactured. 

Net Output . — The net output of bleaching, dyeing, printing, and finishing worts, 
taken as a whole, was £10,369,000,. this sum representing the total amount by which the 
value of the work done exceeded the cost of the materials used and the amount paid to 
other firms for work given out to them by the principal firms. The cost of* the materia s 
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used in connexion with bleaching, dyeing, printing, and finishing processes was 
£7,172,000. 

Persons Employed. — The average number of persons employed in bleaching’, dyeing, 
printing, and finishing works on the last Wednesdays in January, April, July, and 
October -is returned as 102,611, viz., 96,457 wage-earners and 6,154 salaried persons, 
the totarnumber being distributed according to age and sex as follows : —

(20) Flax Scutching Factories. 

Output. — The Tables on page 55 give particulars received from establishments 
using power and engaged in flax scutching. All these establishments, with one 
exception, are situated in Ireland. The following Table shows the quantity and value of 
the output included in the Returns : —

The usual practice of the trade is to scutch on commission, and the above figures 
consequently do not indicate the amount of flax scutched. As, however, the usual price 
received for scutching flax appears to have been one shilling per stone of fourteen pounds, 
the quantity, of flax scutched on commission as shown by the Returns would seem to have 
been about 6,500 tons, and the total quantity scutched to have been about 7,850 tons. 

There is, however, considerable reason to distrust the accuracy of these figures, many 
or the Returns having been sent in by persons who obviously had no records, or only very 
inadequate records, of their business, whilst in about nine per cent, of the cases (which, 
however, were of minor importance) no Returns at all were received. 

It may be noted that according to the Report of the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical . Instruction for Ireland on the Agricultural Statistics of Ireland for 1908 
(Cd. 4940), the total quantity of flax produced in 1907 was 11,646 tons, and in 1908 
7,922 tons. The discrepancies between these figures and those returned to the Census 
Office are, no doubt, partly to be explained by the fact that the Returns made to the 
Census Office cover parts of the years 1907 and 1908, but is also attributable to 
the imperfect nature of the Returns themselves. 

It is not possible to make a comparison of production with Imports, since “ Flax 
Dressed or Undressed ” is included in one heading in the Import List. 

Net Output. — The net output of flax scutching mills as a whole was shown by the 
Returns to be £68,000, this sum representing the total amount by which the* value of the 
flax and tow scutched for sale and the amount received for scutching done on commission 
exceeded the value of the materials used. The actual cost of materials was £23,000. 

Persons Employed. — Flax scutching i3 a seasonal trade carried on principally in the 
winter half-year. Returns were received in respect of the persons employed on the last 
Wednesdays in January, April, July, and October ; 408 persons were employed during 
one quarter only ; 2,488 during two quarters (recorded in January and October) ; 693 
during three quarters ; and 17 1. during four quarters. The total number of persons 
engaged in the flax scutching trade, as shown by the Returns, was therefore 3,760, viz., 
o,72l wage-earners and 39 salaried persons. The small number of salaried persons 
is due to occupiers of mills who themselves worked returning themselves as wage- 
earners ; whilst farmers owning flax scutching mills appear in most cases to have excluded 
themselves from their Returns. The total number of persons employed' is distributed

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(21) Velvet and Fustian Cutting Factories. 

Output . — The Tables on page 56 contain particulars furnished by establishments 
engaged in Velvet and Fustian Cutting. Such establishments are included under 
Non-Textile Factories (Schedule 6 of the Factory and Workshop Act, 1901), but in only 
a very few is any power used. 

Velvet and Fustian Cutting is done almost exclusively on commission for firms 
which send out piece-goods to be cut, and consequently the value of the “ output ” of 
the trade is the amount received for work done and not the selling value of the goods 
themselves. In the few cases where the firms buy goods, cut them, and then sell them 
the Returns have been compiled on the same basis as that adopted by persons or firms 
working on commission. The total amount received by the trade as a whole for work done 
was £117,000, this representing the additional value given to the goods by the process 
of cutting. 

Net Output . — The net output of establishments engaged in velvet and fustian 
cutting was £112,000, this sum representing the total amount by which the value of the 
work done by the trade as a whole exceeded the cost of the materials purchased and used 
in connexion with the work done and the amount paid to other firms for work done by 
them for the principal firms. The cost of the materials, mainly fuel and stiffening 
materials, was about £4,000, and the amount paid to other firms for work done by them 
for velvet and fustian cutting firms was less than £1,000. 

Persons Employed . — The average number of persons employed in the velvet and 
fustian cutting trade on the last Wednesdays in January, April, July, and October is 
returned as 3,443, viz., 3,377 wage-earners and 66 salaried persons ; many principals of 
such establishments, however, who themselves work at the trade, have returned them- 
selves as wage-earners. The total number is distributed according to age and sex as

(22) Chemicals, Coal-tar Products, Drugs, and Pereumery Factories 
and Workshops. 

Output . — The Tables on pages 57 to 59 are based on Returns received from 
establishments (whether using power or not) engaged in the manufacture and 
compounding of chemicals, coal-tar products, drugs, patent medicines, prepared foods 
for infants and. invalids, perfumery, and allied products. Coal-tar products extracted 
at coke-works, iron-works, and gas-works are not included in these Tables, the output of 
coke-works and iron-works having already been dealt with in Part I. of the Preliminary 
Tables (Cd. 4896), while gas-works will be dealt with separatelv in a subsequent 
Report. r j 

The gross value of these products as returned to the Census Office by manufacturers 
was £23,44Z,000. On account of the varied nature of the products of this industry, 
many of which pass through several different branches and have been recorded at each 
stage by the different manufacturers, there is no doubt that this figure contains a large 
amount of duplication which it has not been found possible to eliminate entirely, and it is 
accordingly difficult to frame a close estimate of the value of the products of the industry 
taken as a whole. As an instance of such duplication Table I. on page 57 includes 
acids, essential oils, perfumed spirits, sulphur, and wood distillation products, all of 
which are raw materials for the manufacture of other chemical products, but are also 
largely sold to firms outside the chemical industry. 

Again in the case of “ Chemicals not otherwise enumerated,” “ Fine and Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals,” and “ Drugs and Galenical- Preparations ” the same goods are in some 
instances included in each group in different stages of manufacture, in other cases 
duplication occurs inside the same group, and in other cases again goods are included 
m one group only. 

The gross value of the output returned to the Census Office of goods included 
under the headings where duplication would be most likely to occur was about 9 millions 
sterling, and of those same descriptions (so far as they can be identified in the statistics 
of exports) goods to the value of at least 4^ millions sterling were exported. The 
output of these groups of products may therefore be regarded as lying between 4£ and 
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9 millions sterling. Adding the remaining products whose value was about 14|- millions 
sterling, it appears that the output of the establishments (taken as a whole) which made 
the Returns summarized in Table I. on page 57 may be estimated at a sum lying between 
19 and 23£ millions sterling. 

The following statement shows the chief classes of chemical and allied products 
as returned to the Census Office, beginning with those groups which either contain 
duplication or are raw materials for the manufacture of other products, and ending with

The first eleven of the headings on page 21 (from “ Aeids ” to “ Chemicals not other- 
wise enumerated”) include, as already stated, those products which are used in the 
production of other chemicals or have also been returned to the Census Office under 
other headings in other stages of manufacture. The same is probably true of a small 
portion of the articles included in the class of coal-tar products other than dyes. 
Accordingly, the figures given above must not be taken to represent a complete account 
of the output of the products in question, but only of those quantities which were not 
used by the firms making them in the manufacture of other products in their own works. 
The remaining headings, beginning with “ Soda Compounds,” are believed to represent 
products ready for consumption in their final stage (so far, at least, as regards the 
chemical industry), and the figures given show substantially the entire quantity 
produced. 

The products in the following statement were also made in chemical works and are 
included in Table I. on page 57. This statement, however, represents only a partial 
account of the output of such products, inasmuch as they are mainly produced by firms 
which have made their Returns to the Census Office on Schedules for other trades : —

The total value of the goods included' in this statement amounts to £3,303,000 
and there is practically no duplication between the various classes shown. 

In addition £23,000 was received by various firms for work done for the trade, such 
as grinding drugs. 

It is evident that no comparison of United Kingdom production with Exports and 
Imports can be made in the case of those classes of products in which, as above indicated, 
complete particulars of the total make are not available. In some other cases it was found 
convenient in the interests of the industry to adopt for ’the purposes of the Census 
headings which do not correspond with the classification adopted in the Import and 
Export Lists. Further, in many cases particulars have been furnished of values only, 
which, as has been repeatedly stated, do not supply an accurate basis for comparison. It 
has, therefore, been possible to institute an exact comparison only in the case of the 
products detailed in the following statement

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Erom the above statement it appears that, the Exports of bleaching powder amounted 
to nearly one-half, and those of soda compounds (except chromates, cyanides, borax, and 
salt) to about 42 per cent, of the quantities produced in the United Kingdom. It will 
also be seen that, except in the case of . coal-tar dyes, the imports of the chemicals above 
specified were small in proportion to the production. 

Net Out-put. — Taking as a whole the establishments whose output is included in the 
Tables on pages 57 to 59, their net output was £9,464,000, this sum representing the 
total amount by which the value of the products of the industry taken' as a whole 
exceeded the cost of the . materials used in their manufacture and the amount paid to other 
firms for work done on these materials for the principal, firms/ The actual cost of the 
materials cannot be stated. In considering the net output in relation to the number of 
persons employed, it should be borne in mind that in. the drug, patent medicine, 
perfumery, and prepared foods trades, the cost of advertisement and other sale expenses ; 
(.which have to be defrayed from the net output) are very heavy, ranging, in many cases 
from 25 to 40 per cent, of the gross output. ... ‘

The total value of these products amounts to £8,380,000, and this figure represents 
the gross value of the products of the trade, including goods entered by one manufacturer 
in Ms Return and sold to another by whom their value in a further stage of preparation 
was also returned to -the Census Office. It is not - possible, at least at the present stage, . 
to say what proportion of the output of linseed oil and dry paints and colours included 
above was. sold to painters.. and others not making Returns to the Census Office on the 
Schedule/for the painty colour, and varnish trades, and what proportion was sold to 
manufacturers who included them, as materials .for the. “ paints and ‘.enamels in paste or 
mixed for use,” made by them and .included, in the above statement. .The value of the 
output of the trade as a whole cannot, therefore, be stated exactly, but it mustjie between 
six and eight millions sterling. . . . . . .

In addition to the output shown in the above statement manufacturers Making their 
Returns on Schedu-les-for other-' trades-induded-in-their output dry colours and- -pigments . 
to the value of £42,000, paints and enamel's, £61,000, and varnish, £24,000. 
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A Voluntary Question was addressed to all manufacturers of paints asking them to- 
state the total quantity of white lead manufactured by them. The total of the quantities 
returned in answer to this question was 561,000 cwts., and in addition Returns were 
received from lead smelters showing 185,000 cwts. of white lead to have been made bv 
them. These firms employ 1,155 out of 1,737 engaged in the manufacture of white 
lead in the United Kingdom in 1907 and their total make amounted to 746,000 cwts. 
Firms known to employ 582 persons in the manufacture of white lead did not furnish 
the voluntary information as to their make. The net imports of white lead in 1907 
amounted to 296,000 cwts. 

The net Imports (*.«., imports less re-exports) of varnish in 1907 were valued at 
£62,000. 

Net Output . — The net output of paint, colour, and varnish factories was £2,669,000 
this sum representing the total amount by which the value of the products of such 
factories taken as a whole exceeded the cost of the materials used in their manufacture. 
The actual cost of the materials used is not known since the total of the sums returned 
as “ materials ” includes, like the total of the sums returned as “ output,” paints, &c., 
made in one factory and sold to another to be further worked up. In considering the 
net output in relation to the number of persons employed, it should be borne in mind 
that in many cases the expenses of sale ( e.g ., advertisement, travelling, &c.), which are 
defrayed from the net output, are heavy.

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The “ Other Sorts of Soap ” consisted partly of textile soaps and partly of “ basis 
soap ” sold to other firms for manufacture into toilet soap, soap ponder, &c. Part of 
this soap, &c., as well as of the other products included in the above statement, was sold 
to other manufacturers whose Returns are included in the first statement above. 

The value of the total output of soap and candle factories included in this part of 
the Report may, therefore, be estimated at a sum lying between 1 1 and 11 4- millions 
sterling. 

- A' small quantity of soap and candles was also manufactured by firms making 
Returns on Schedules other than that for the soap and candle trades. Their output of 
soap was valued at £257,000 of which £L26,000, represented toilet soap and £76,000 
“other sorts”; they also returned an output of candles to the value of £36,000. Part 
of this toilet soap was probably made up from “ basis soap ” purchased from soap 
makers who had already included it in their Returns to the Census Office.

It thus appears that nearly 1 7 per cent, of the total quantity of soap and 3 1 per cent, 
of the candles manufactured in the United Kingdom were exported, while the quantity 
of soap imported was less than one-eleventh of the quantity manufactured in the United 
Kingdom ; the quantity of candles imported is trifling. The Imports of “ other sorts ” 
of soap consist mainly of soap stock an$ cotton- seed oil soap imported from the United 
States for use in the textile trades. 

Net Output. — The net output of soap and candle factories- included in this part of 
the Report was £2,798,000, this sum representing the total amount by which the value 
of the products of the industry taken as a whole exceeded the cost of the materials used 
in their manufacture. The actual cost of the materials is not known, but it lies between 
£8,257,000 and £8,925,000.

The “ gross 
output” of the trade consisted of 1,362,000 tons of “Oils, Oil-cakes, and Sundries,” 
valued at £12,815,000 and £23,000 of “ Other Products,” making a, total value of 
£12,838,000. This sum includes crude oil made at one factory and sold to another for 
refining, refined oil, oil-cakes, and a small quantity of sundries, besides other oils, 
soap, &c., included under “ Other Products.” The seed-crushing firms were not required 
to give separate particulars of the values of their different classes of products, repre- 
sentations having been received to the effect that such particulars would not ordinarily be 
ffvailable;- As the value of the crude oil refined 'by firms that bought it from the

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makers is not known, it is not possible to say what was the value of the products of the 
industry taken as a whole. 

In order to obtain a measure of the trade as a whole, free from duplication, manu- 
facturers were asked to state voluntarily the quantities of the different kinds of crude oil 
and oil-cake made by them, and this information was furnished in all except a few cases 
the combined gross output of oils, oilcakes, and sundries produced by firms that did not 
furnish the information amounting to £914,000, or one -fourteenth of the whole. The

In addition, there were produced at oil factories “Fish Oil,” manufactured directly, 
valued at £383,000, and Oils, other than those specified above, valued at £1,908,000. 
Refining and other work was also done on commission to the value of £3,000. It is 
probable that the greater part of the fish oil was used in the composition of oils 
included in the above statement, while the “other oils” include animal, coco-nut, olive, 
and palm oils, and a small quantity of seed oils, sold as such and to some indeter- 
minate extent duplicated in the above statement. Coco-nut, olive, and palm oils to the 
value of £192,000 were exported in 1907. 

The total value of the products of oil factories (other than seed-crushing mills) 
included in this part of the Report may, therefore, be estimated at a sum lying between 
4 and 5£ millions sterling. 

A certain amount of oils and greases was made by firms who made their Returns 
on Schedules for other trades, and taking into account these additional particulars, it

These particulars 
are however, exclusive of the salt produced from salt mines or brine pits owned by 
manufacturers of alkali who used the salt in their works, and made no return of such 
salt to the Census Office. 

In the Home Office Report on “ Mines and Quarries ” for 1907, Part III. (Cd. 4343), 
the total quantity of rock salt mined, white salt made from brine, and salt contained 
in brine used for making alkali (exclusive of that obtained in the Isle of Man) is stated 
to be 1,979,000 tons valued at £644,000. The difference between the quantity as 
returned to the Home Office and that returned to the Census Office is principally due to 
the inclusion in the former Returns of the output of alkali manufacturers, but it would 
also appear that a certain quantity of refined salt included in the Return to the Census 
Office was represented in the Returns to the Home Office by a greater weight of coarse salt. 

In order to obtain a more detailed classification of the output of oalt a Voluntary 
Question was addressed to all owners of salt works asking them to classify their output 
under the various headings specified. Firms with an output of 1,103,000 tons of rock 
and white salt (or 90’6 per cent, of the total output of 1,217,000 tons) complied with this

The Exports of rock and white salt in 1907 amounted to 582,000 tons or nearly one-half 
of the output of such salt returned to the Census Office. As, however, the average value of 
salt exported was 15s. 6d. per ton free on board while that of the salt included in the 
Returns to the Census Office was 9s. 4 d. per ton at the works, it is probable that the salt 
exported was in general in a more refined state and that the exports represent a larger 
proportion of the production than that indicated above. The. net Imports Imports 
less re-Exports) were only 30,000 tons valued at 14s.

Net Output . — The net output of salt works included in this Report was £304,000, 
this sum representing the total amount by which the value of the products of the industry 
taken as a whole exceeded the value of the materials used in their manufacture. Ihe 
actual cost of such materials, after allowing for duplication in the case of a few firms 
that purchased coarse salt and refined it, was about £332,000. It must be borne in mind 
that in this instance the cost of “ materials ” does not include the value of the salt in 
mines or brine pits before being raised, and that the “net output” covers rents and 
royalties as well as wages, establishment changes, and profits.

1* ttus appears that goods representing rather more than one-third of the value of 
the china and earthenware goods produced in the United Kingdom were exported, while 
the value of the imports was slightly more than one-niuth of the value of the goods 
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of British make, but it must be borne in mind that (as has been repeatedly stated) the 
values returned to the Census Office are values at works, whilst the values of exported 
goods are calculated as free on board, and the values of imported goods as at the port of 
landing. 

Net Output. — The net output of china and earthenware works included in the 
Tables on pages 72 and 73 was £4,596,000, this sum representing the total amount by 
which the value of the products of such works taken as a whole exceeded the cost of the 
materials used in their manufacture and the amount paid for work done on those 
materials by other firms for the principal firms. The actual cost of the materials used 
cannot be stated precisely, on account of the inclusion of “ potters’ materials and sundries ” 
both as “ output ” and “ materials.”

. ^ -Schedules for the brick and fireclay trades. The selling value of the fireclay 
included in the mining Schedules was 4s. Id per ton, while that of the 241,000 tons 
included in the Schedules for the brick and fireclay trades was 8s, 6d., the increase in 
value being due to the considerable amount of additional preparation to which the clay is 
^ e ^ ore ^eing finally sold. It is probable that most of the clay valued at

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In response to a Voluntary Question addressed to all manufacturers of fireclay goods 
replies were received showing that such manufacturers raised 340,000 tons of fireclay from 
their own quarries and shallow workings. This probably represents the great bulk of 
the fireclay so raised, and adding it to the output from mines it appears that the total 
quantity of fireclay raised in the United Kingdom in 1907 was at least 2,882,000 tons 
These figures differ from those shown in the General Report on Mines and Quarries 
for 1907, Part III. (Cd. 4343), where the output of fireclay from mines under the Coal 
Mines Regulation Act alone is stated to have been 2,890,000 tons in that year. The 
difference is probably due, as in the case of coal, to the exclusion of unsaleable clay 
from the Returns made to the Census Office. ^ 

In order to obtain more detailed particulars regarding the output of fireclay goods a 
Voluntary Question on this subject was addressed to all manufacturers. The replies show

The number of bricks and tiles of brick-earth exported (which were grouped together 
in the Jfxport and Import Lists in 1907) was 101,138,000, valued at £321,000, and the 
net number Imported ( i.e imports less re-exports) was 3,809,000, valued at £22,000. 

. O Output. The net output of the brick and fireclay factories included in this part 
of the report was £5,060,000, this sum representing the total amount by which the 
value of the products of those factories, taken as a whole, exceeded the cost of the 
materials purchased and used in their manufacture. The actual cost of the materials 
purchased and used is not known, but it lies between £2,463,000 and £2,643,000. Firms 
making bricks and fireclay goods from clay raised from tbeil' own mines and workings were 
mstructed not to include the cost of such clay in their “ materials ” unless they had included 
it as output m the Returns which they had already made for their mines or quarries. 
The cost of materials as furnished to the Census Office includes, therefore, only the 
cost of such clay as was purchased or transferred from mines owned by the firms 
Ee , tum , s ’ the rents and royalties for day workings other than mines had to 
be defrayed out of the “ net output.”

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APPENDIX. 


EXPLANATORY NOTES TO THE TABLES. 

The period to which the preceding Tables relate is generally the year 1907, but where the 
financial year of a firm is not the calendar year, the firm has been permitted to furnish particulars for 
a period of twelve months ending not earlier than June 30th, 1907, nor later than June 30th, 1908. 


I.— OUTPUT. 

Table I shows the quantities and values of the principal products in the classification adopted in 
the official Export and Import Lists. 

In order to effect a valuation on a common basis the value of goods sold has been taken as the 
actual price obtained, less deductions for carriage, discounts, and commissions ; but the cost of 
cartage and delivery by the firm’s own staff and the salaries and expenses of travellers solely 
employed by the firm have not been deducted. Goods produced in the year and in stock at the end 
have been valued as closely' as was reasonably possible on the basis of the market prices then ruling. 
Goods in stock at the beginning of the year of return are, of course, not included as output. 

Goods sold packed for sale have been taken at their value in condition so packed, but the value 
of returnable cases, &c., is not included. 

Goods made and work done for a firm on commission by other firms have been included in the 
output of the principal firm. The value of work done on commission by the firm making the 
Return has been taken to be the actual amount received for such work. 


II.— MATERIALS USED. 

Table II shows the total cost of materials used and work given out in connexion with the 
production of the output dealt with in Table I, and this cost is shown in correlation with the value 
of that output. 

“Materials” include all raw and other materials purchased and used in producing the output; 
all fuel, gas, and electric current purchased ; all oil, waste, and other stores ; all tools (not forming 
part .of the permanent machinery and plant) replacing those worn out in the year ; materials for 
packing and non-returnable cases ; and all materials used by the firm’s workpeople in repairs, &c., to 
the firm’s own buildings, plant, and machinery. The cost is taken as the net cost delivered 
at works. 

. “Work Given Out” includes all work done on commission or for the trade, and all actual sub- 
division of contracts, the cost of which is included in the value of its output by the firm giving out 
the work. Thus, bleaching work done by a firm of bleachers for a manufacturer of linen piece-goods 
comes under this head. Repairs executed by builders or engineer’s to the firm’s buildings, machinery, 
and plant are not included. 


III.— PERSONS EMPLOYED. 

.With regard to factories particulars were required of the numbers actually at work on four 
specified dates, selected so as to secure, as far as possible, figures representing the numbers ordinarily 
employed. If, on any. of the dates specified, the factory was wholly or partially stopped through a 
strike, accident, or holiday, the nearest ordinary day was taken. Occupiers of workshops were asked 
to state only the number of persons “ oi’dinarily ” employed in the year of return. 

“Wage-earners” include all persons belonging to the class usually entered on the weekly pay- 
sheet and employed by the firm on the specified days, whether paid wages or not, including those 
engaged in salt mines, pumping stations, or in any manufacturing process, or in cleaning or repairing 
the buildings or machinery, or about the engines, or in the immediate superintendence of the 
operative staff, or as warehousemen or carters, or in any other work connected with manufacture. 

‘ Salaried Persons ” include all clerks at salt mines, and at factories, workshops (in certain 
tirades), and offices ; all travellers, salesmen, and buyers in the sole employment of the firm ; and the 
management staff. 

“ Outworkers ” are persons who do work on materials supplied by the firms employing them, but 
who are not engaged on tbeir employers’ premises. 
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
